Ladic fitte for the ſeas, embarqued himſeife at youholl in 
Treland well furniihed with braue and refoJuit men, &vittailes 
ſtore, betaking hiniſel{etothe fortune of the ſeas, where oprett 
with extreame weather, doing what men might do by the par = 
nuſſhon of God, they endured as long as poſſible they might, 
til for re]eefthey bare for englid,Q at Clauelly againe repleni= 
N-edthere decatcd victtuals, & other neceſlaries & on ſonday 
the28. of Maye being the ſonday next after crinitie ſonday, 
they {ct ſaile fromthe faid port, hauing all that day and nighta 
faircbearing gall, on tweſday they eſpied two ſaile/as muchto
